REMARKS 

Reexamination and reconsideration in light of the following remarks is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 8-15, 18 and 47-49 are pending in this application. Claims 12-15 have been allowed 
while claims 8-11,18 and 47-49 stand rejected. 

Claims 8, 9, 18 and 47-49 stand provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as 
"claiming the same invention as that of claims 1, 8 and 21 of copending Application No. 
09/288,556." The Examiner has characterized the rejection as being non-statutory. Therefore, 
the rejection is taken as a rejection on the ground of obviousness-type double patenting. In view 
of the fact that as of the date of the filing of this response, the undersigned is unaware that an 
claims 1, 8 and 21 in Application No. 09/288,556 have been examined on the merits, it is 
respectfully requested that the Examiner hold in abeyance the requirement for filing a Terminal 
Disclaimer until there is an indication that claims 1, 8 and/or 21 in the aforesaid patent 
application are allowable. 

Claims 10, 11 and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Klein et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,807,861). This rejection is believed to be improper under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(c). This application claims priority to Application No. 08/486,264, now U.S. 
Patent No. 6,103,730, which is a continuation-in-part of abandoned Application No. 08/217,051. 
The parent applications support the subject matter set forth in claims 10, 1 1 and 18 herein. U.S. 
Patent No. 5,807,861 has a parent in common with this patent application, namely, the patent is a 
continuation-in-part of abandoned Application No. 08/217,051. The subject matter in the parent 
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and in U.S. Patent No. 5,807,861 qualifies as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) because the 
present invention was described in, but not claimed, in a patent granted to another. 

At the time the inventions were made in this application and in abandoned Application 
No. 08/217,051 (the parent of U.S. Patent No. 5,807,861), the subject matter developed by 
another person that qualifies as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) and the claimed invention 
were commonly owned by Cell Therapeutics, Inc. of Seattle, or subject to an obligation to assign 
to Cell Therapeutics, Inc. Copies of the assignments in this application, in the parent of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,807,861, and in U.S. Patent No. 5,807,861, as recorded in the Office, are attached 
hereto as Exhibits A, B and C, respectively. In view of the common ownership, it is respectfully 
requested that the rejection for obviousness of claims 10, 11 and 18 over U.S. Patent No. 
5,807,861 be reconsidered and withdrawn. 

For the foregoing reasons, it is submitted that the rejection of claims 10 and 11 for 
obviousness is overcome. As for claims 8, 9 18 and 47-49, it is requested that the requirement 
for a terminal disclaimer be held in abeyance pending an examination on the merits of the claims 
in copending 09/288,556.
